T. B. Gary ,

Henderson. 
Talks, highly interesting and instruc­ 
tive, 
and 
along reminiscent lines, 
were made by President Alexander, 
Rev. Gary and 
J ohn A, Spurrier. 
The 
session 
lasted over an 
hour. 
About fifty people were present.

W. Nadel, Ves Hill igoss and ,T. R.

ding. 
He was then a small hoy and 
the roads were very muddy , the horses 
sinking up to their knees. 
The speaker declared that

grows old his manner of thinking and 
his ideas seldom change. 
He said that 
hi' did not like to hear y oung men 
speak of 
their father as “ the old 
man,” and their mother as “ the old 
woman.” 
He said 
that the y oung

Much complaint is being made by 
rural mail carriers of the kind of let­ 
ter boxes which are furnished by the 
people to give letters and newspajiers 
some protection from the weather. 
These mail boxes are essential to <*t 
good rural free delivtery sy stem, as 
the mail carriers cannot very well 
leave a man’s mail in the corner of a 
rail fence and call it delivered, hut 
many ot the mail boxes which are 
now lx» ing used are said to be worse 
than none at all. 
Old shoe boxes, 
cigar boxes, tin cans, pieces of stove 
pipe, old boots and even an old silk 
hat have been seen to adorn the front 
fences of prosjierous farmers’ property , 
and in their|badlv|delapidated and use 
less mail boxes, the rural carrier is 
supposed to place the 'mail. 
It would 
seem only reasonable that after the 
government has made such an exten­ 
sive plan for the distribution of mail 
in the rural districts that the patron 
ot this branch of the postal service 
should show his appreciation by hav­ 
ing a decent mail box.
